The proposal, which officials 
said could breathe new life into the 
talks between the Western alliance 
and. the Soviet-led Warsaw Pact, 
consists of several “confidence- 
bail ding measures" that would cre- 
ate. a new military inspection sys- 
tem for Europe and would require 
each alliance to notify the other be- 
fore carrying out large-scale mili- 
tary maneuvers. 

“The proposal represents a new 
approach to arms control in 
Europe,” a State Department offi- 
cial said. “Rather than just limiting 
numbers of military forces we want 
to put restrictions on how they are 
used.” 

So far. negotiators at the Vienna 
talks have focused on proposals, 
that would set equal numerical ceil- 
ings on ground and air forces in 
Eastern and Western Europe. But 
in recent years, negotiations have 
been hampered -by differing esti- 
mates of the size of the Soviet and 
East European forces. 

Hdsudri Model 

In an attempt to break the dead- 
lock. the Carter administration ear- 
tier this year formulated a series of 
steps meant Ip rule out the possibil- 
ity of a surprise attack or an acci- 
dental war m Europe by reducing 
military uncertainty. The steps, of- 
ficials said, were modeled on the 
1975 Helsinki Final Act in which 
35 European nations, Canada and 
the United States agreed to such 
voluntary iponfidence-building mea- 
sures as announcing military 
maneuvers in advance and inviting 
foreign observers to attend. 

Officials said that the adminis- 
tration’s new proposals, which 
would be mandatory, go far beyond 
the measures agreed to m the Hel- 
sinki accord. Among the proposals 
are the following: 

• Both alliances would provide 
formal notification of any division- 
size military maneuver in central 
Europe. A division usually consists 
of 10.000 to 15,000 troops. 

• Each alliance would announce 
when it planned to rotate units in 
and out of the region, and the 
forces would be permitted to pass 
only through designated entry and 
exit points around Central Europe. 

' « Each alliance would be al- 
lowed to station inspectors at the 
troop entry and exit points as weD 
as on the opposing side’s territory 
jo ensure that neither was building 
up its forces. 

• Low-altitude surveillance 
overflights would be permitted^ in 
Eastern and Western Europe to im- 
prove warning alerts against possi- 
ble surprise attacks.

WASHINGTON, Aufr 15 (IHT) 
— Ambassador Andrew Young was 
summoned today for a conference 
with Secretary or State Cyrus 
Vance and later went to the White 
House as demands grew that the 
U.S. envoy to tbe United Nations 
be fired for his unauthorized meet- 
ing with a PLO official. 

At the same time, the Slate De- 
partment confirmed an Israeli re- 
port of a meeting between the U.S. 
ambassador to Austria and an offi- 
cial of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. It said that both 
meetings were unauthorized. 

Senate Democratic leader Robert 
Byrd, saying that Mr. Young's 
meeting July 26 with Zehdi La bib 
Terzi. the PLO observer at the UN, 
was “inexcusable,” told President 
Carter in a telegram that the 
envoy's “liabilities outweigh his 
assets" and he should be removed 
,or given “a less sensitive post." 

No details were released about 
this morning's 45-minute meeting 
in Mr. Vance’s office, but yesterday 
the secretary, in a phone call to Mr. 
Young, expressed his “displeasure" 
over the meeting with Mr. Terzi, 
which also brought -a diplomatic 
protest from Israel. Mr. Vance did 
not learn about the meeting until 
last Saturday. 

Mr. Vance's rebuke of Mr. 
Young yesterday, which followed a 
telephone consultation with Presi- 
dent Carter, also stemmed from the 
fact that the freewheeling U.S. 
envoy, a personal friend of Mr. 
Carter's, had at first informed the 
State Department that it had been. 
an “accidental meeting" and that 
nothing “to do with diplomacy” 
had been discussed. 

Yesterday, the department re- 
versed itself and said that Mr. 
Young knew the PLO official prob- 
ably WMihAbe at the meeting at the 
home of Kuwait's ambassador to 
the UN, Abdallah Yaqoub Bishara. 
and that the U.S. and PLO diplo- 
mats discussed postponing the UN 
Security Councu vote on Palestini- 
an issues, then set for late July. Mr. 
Young admitted yesterday in an in- 
terview on Israeli television that 
what he at first had told the State 
Department about his meeting with 
Mr. Terzi was “not quite true.” But 
he said: “I did what I thought was 
in the best interests of my 
country.” 

In the other development, the 
State Department confirmed a 
Jerusalem Post report that Milton 
Wolf, the U.S. ambassador to Aus- 


tria. had met recently in Vienna 
with Issa Sartawi. a senior PLO 
official. But the department said 
that meeting, like Mr. Young's, also 
was unauthorized. 

Spokesman Tom Resion said 
that Mr. Wolf had met with a PLO 
official three times this year — 
twice in “chance encounters” dur- 
ing “social amenities,'' and the 
third time at the request of Mr. Sar- 
tawi. 

“We did not authorize or encour- 
age" that meeting, Mr. Resion said. 
He said Mr. Wolf was “reminded” 
by the State Department of the. 
US. policy of avoiding any “sub- 
stantive talks” with PLO represent- 
atives. The spokesman, however, 
did not say whether Mr. Wolf had 
been reprimanded. 

Mr. Resion said the first Wolf- 
Sartawi encounter was sometime 
this spring in the presence of Aus-‘ 
Irian officials: the second on June* 
12 on an airplane flying to Vienna 
and in the presence of Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky of Austria. 

The Jerusalem Post reported to- 
day that Mr. Wolf had a “lengthy 
and detailed ” meeting with the 
PLO official before the visit to 
Austria of Yasser Arafat, head of 
the PLO. 

Meanwhile, Rep. George Han- 
sen. R-ldaho. said in a statement 
that when Congress reconvenes he 
will offer a resolution to impeach 
Ambassador Young. Calling Mr. 
Young an “incompetent 
loudmouth,” Rep. Hansen said he 
“has intruded into an area where be 


not only lacks authority, but expe- 
rience. expertise and even common 
sense.” L „ 

On July 13 of last year the House 
was asked to impeach the ambassa- 
dor for saying there were hundreds 
of “political prisoners” in U.S. 
jails, but refused to do so. 

The latest embarrassment that 
Mr. Young has caused tbe adminis- 
tration comes less than a month af- 
ter he was chastised by President 
Carter. That scolding was made 
during the crucial Cabinet reappra- 
. isal meeting that prompted the of- 
fer of resignations by the Carter 
Cabinet. 

Mr. Carter ticked off a number 
of statements by Mr. Young that 
had embarrassed the White House 
or Slate Department, but then re- 
portedly said: “Now let me tell you 
the good side [of Mr. Young]: 
There are 50 to 60 countries in the 
world wbo trust us now and they 
do it because of Andy Young . . ." 

' Among Mr. Young’s statements 
causing anger and embarrassment 
are:

Russia Delays Report 4 Days 

150 Said Dead in Collision 
Of Soviet Jets Over Ukraine 


MOSCOW. Aug. 15 (UPI) — 
Two Soviet airliners collided at 
high altitude over the Ukraine last 
week, killing as many as 150 per- 
sons, in eluding the entire first team 
of a ranking Soviet soccer club, avi- 
ation officials reported today. 

The Soviet Civil Aviation Au- 
thority at tbe Minsk airport said 
the two jets, both Tupolev-134s, 
collided at 26,000 feet in conditions 
of poor visibility between the 
Ukrainian towns of Donetsk and 
Dneprodzerzhinsk, about 500 miles

An Ilyushin-62 
crashed on a flight from Paris io 
Moscow in October, 1972, and 
killed 176 persons. 

The TU-134, a twin-engine pts- 
senger jet. has a capacity of 72 pcs- 
sengers, plus crew. Soviet planes i n 
domestic flights usually fly wiih 
few vacant seats. 

The spokeswoman said boih 
planes were on regular, scheduled 
flights — ope. flying from the Mol- 
davian capital of Kishinev to the 
Russian town of Voronezh, the 
other from Tashkent, capital of the 
Central Asian republic of Uzbekis- 
tan, to Minsk. 

The second plane was earning 
14 players and three officials of tbe 
Pakhtakor Tashkent soccer club, 
which is ranked eighth in the Soviet 
first division, she said.

15 Dead in Yacht Disaster, Rescuers Face Heavy Seas

PLYMOUTH. England. Aug. 15 
— Gale-battered survivors of histo- 
ry’s worst yacht-racing catastrophe 
Str aggl ed into pons from Ireland to 
southern England today as the 
death toll mounted to 15 ahd an 
air-sea search continued for boats 
unaccounted for. 

Rescue vessels criss-crossed (he 
stormy waters Off the wesi coast of 
Britain, plucking survivors from 
scores of yachts disabled or dam- 
aged during the storm that 
slammed into the 330 competitors 
in (he Admiral's Cup Fastnet Race 
early yesterday. Dozens were 
injured, and at least 24 yachts sank 


or were abandoned in the Force 10 
winds (55 mph to 63 mph). 

Race officials said the dead in- 
cluded 11 Britons, two U.S. citi- 
zens. a crewmember of unknown 
nationality from a Dutch yacht and 
one person not yet identified. 

Former Prime Minister Edward 
Heath, who sent cut a distress call 
from his Morning Cloud TV yester- 
day , was reported safe and attempt- 
ing to finish the race. Mr. Heath's 
craft, originally reported to have 
lost its rudder, was sailing again, 
probably with a jury^rigged steering 
system, officials said. 

Gale winds and massive seas 
knocked the yachts over like toys 


yesterday as they sailed from 
Cowes, on the Isle of Wight, 
around Land’s End.- to Fastnet 
Rock at the southeastern tip of Ire- 
land and then back to Plymouth. 
There were 55 Admiral’s Cup com- 
petitors from 19 nations among the 
huge overall fleet. 


Officials said they believed the 
great majority were safe, but had 
switched off their radio sets to al- 
low distress calls to be heard. There 
still were fears for the smaller 
boats, some of which carried no 
radios.

LE HAVRE. France. Aug 15 (AP) — - Union 
dockworkers today blocked the Norway, the 
world’s largest passenger liner formerly known as 
the France, from leaving its home port oa a sched- 
uled voyage to West Germany for refitting. 

The trip was canceled for today as workers con- 
tinued to occupy an ocean lock, in effect closing 
the harbor. There was no indication whether the 
trip would be attempted tomorrow. 

Knut K1 osier, the Norwegian owner, said that 
the situation was very serious but that it was an 
“internal French matter between Frenchmen and 

their government.” 

He added. “The boat is now Norwegian property 


and therefore French authorities are responsible 
for its departure. X am sure French authorities and 
port officials will clear the port so the boat can 
take to the sea. I am confident and I am sure that 
this will all be settled in a peaceful manner."

Aug. 15 
fWP> — Required maintenance 
procedures for commercial aircraft 
are regularly ignored by U.S. air- 
lines. and the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration has done little to pre- 
vent such safety violations, an offi- 
cial of the International 
Association or Machinists and 
Aerospace Workers told a congres- 
sional subcommittee yesterday. 

“Our members on the job each 
and every day see violations of 
their carrier's maintenance manual 
procedures and are asked by 
[supervisors] to circumvent these 
procedures so that [airline] sched- 
ules can be meL” international rep- 
resentative King McCulloch told 
the transportation subcommittee of 
the House Committee on Govern- 
ment Operations. Mr. McCulloch 
said that mechanics had been “to- 
tally frustrated in their attempts to 
report" the violations io the FAA. 

Mr. McCulloch told the subcom- 
mittee. which has been investigat- 
ing airline safely for nearly a year, 
of a violation of FAA-required 
maintenance procedures that al- 
legedly caused a plane to lose part 
of its engine assembly in midflight- 

He said that several years ago

ANCHORAGE Alaska (NYT) 
— A decade after the Prudhoe Bay 
oil field revolutionized life in Alas- 
ka and iwo years after the trans- 
Alaska pipeline system loaded the 
first tanker at Valdez, this state’s 
government is roiling in oil money. 

Because of the volatility of the 
oil markeL the money is coming in 
faster and in greater quantities than 
expected. Oil production is being 
increased, as well. 

A forecast of oil-related state in- 
come for the fiscal year 1980 was 
made June ]. and by July 10 it was 
out of date. The forecast had to be 
raised by S6]4 million, a 77-percent 
increase. 

Last winter and spring, the Leg- 
islature produced a state spending 
budget of Sl.l billion. However, 
from all sources the state will col- 
lect S2 billion in taxes. And when 
all contingencies are met. the state 
will have a surplus of a half-billion 
dollars. 

First Wed in 1968 

It was in the spring of 1968 that 
t he first oil well was brought in at 
Prudhoe Bay. and in the interna- 
tional oil economy of that time the 
oil was hardly worth sending to 
markeL 

The oil was in the north, beyond 
the Brooks Range, on the shore of 
the ice-jammed Arctic Ocean. Oil 
was selling at $5 a barrel or less, 
delivered from Saudi Arabia. 

In 1973, tbe Organization of Pe- 
troleum Exporting Countries took 
control of world oil prices and 
forced them up. That gave Prudhoe 
Bay’s oil a new value and justified 
spending $10 billion on the pipeline 
and related equipment to get the oil 
t& market. 

According to Roben Johnson, 
director of the Petroleum Revenue 
Division of the Alaska Department 
of Revenue, there were two factors 
in addition to surging oil prices 
that made the projection of 1980 
oil-related income so quickly out of 
date. 

The first was that the state grew 
weary of negotiating with the oil 
companies over well-head price fig- 
ures that the stale believed to be 
too low. The second was that more 
oil was being squeezed through the 
pipeline. 

The state's one-eighth royalty is 
paid on. well-head value, which is 


reached by deducting from refinery 
prices the' cost of shipping the oil. 
For Prudhoe Bay oil. shipping costs 


are unusually tygh because of dis- 
tance and the cost of building the 
pipeline. 

“We gave them the *in-kind’ 
notice, and they raised the well- 
head price from $9 to 513.01.” Mr. 
Johnson- said. The state had noti- 
fied the companies that it would 


take its royalty in oil. not cash, and 
sell the petroleum in the world mar- 
ket. The companies did nm want 
that io happen, he said. 

In addition io raising the price, 
the companies have undertaken to 
squeeze an additional 300.000 bar- 
rels a day through the pipeline by 
using an ami-drag additive and in- 
stalling pumps. Oil deliveries io the 
tankers will climb to 1.5 million 
barrels n day by December from 
-the present 1.2 million. 

Besides its 12.5-perceni royalty 
ai ihe well head, the state has a pro- 
duction tax that takes an additional 
1 2-25 percent of well-head value. 
According to the Julv 10 forecasu 
the two levies will bring the state a 
total of S 1.4 billion this fiscal year. 
Alaska has a population of 400,000, 
so this sum comes to around 53,500 
per capita from oil taxes and royal- 
ties. 

State oil income is expected to 
soar in the 1980s and to peak in 
1990 al S4 billion in royalty and 
production-tax revenues. Tne in- 
come will then fall as the output at 
Prudhoe Bay diminishes. 

Production has already begun at 
a different oil field situated on the 
edge of the Sadlerochii deposit. 
The new production, being opened 
by Atlantic Richfield, is in the Ku- 
p'aruk Sands, slightly to the west or 
the Sadlerochit deposits. Atlantic 
Richfield plans to bring production 
front the new field lo 120.0(H) bar- 
rels a day within two years. The oil 
will be delivereS through the trans- 
Alaska pipeline, of which Arco is 
pari owner. 

In December, bidding will be in- 
vited for joim state-federal drilling 
leases on areas in and near the 
Beaufort Sea. which one oil man 
called “the most promising area we 
now have in the United States,” If 
oil is found on those leases, the 
pipeline could deliver it io market 
and the state would continue to col- 
lect its royalties and taxes. 

But not all runs smoothly for the 
stale treasury here. Alaska has been 
sued by the’ oil companies, which 
object to a state income tax that 
bears only on them. Also. Joe 
Donahue, deputy commissioner of 
revenue, expressed concern over 
federal legislation to limit windfall 
profits on oil operations. 

“The Slate of Alaska feels it is 
being discriminated against." he 
said. “The present version of the 
windfall profit > bill exempts state 
taxes that are dedicated to educa- 
tion. and that protects Texas. Loui- 
siana and Wyoming. But Alaska's 
constitution prohibits dedicating 
tax funds.” 

This could cost Alaska 5200 mil- 
lion in oil revenues next year, Mr. 
Donahue said.

suicide. In theory, at least, it seemed point- 
less to keep adding or perfecting weapons if 
there was no profit in ever using them. If war 
means the end of civilization, why waste 
money to make the end more luxurious? This 
concept no longer applies, many strategists 
contend, because Moscow rejected it. The 
Russians are said to be preparing not for sui- 
cide but for a war they could win. They don’t 
even need such a war, it is said. The mere 
capacity to wage it would make them politi- 
cally supreme. 

But that, too, may be unfair to the Rus- 
sians. There are in fact many Americans who 
hanker after precisely such a limited-war 
capacity. They think it is immoral to hold 
100 million civilians hostage, and in any case 
dangerous to leave a President with no choice 
of waging war except at the price of national 
destruction. They want to be able to fight, or 
at least threaten, some nuclear war, more or 
less confined to so-called military targets. If 
this ambition prevails, there will be no end to 
the ambition for ever-better weapons and 
defenses. Any doctrine of limited nuclear war 
will have to mean virtually unlimited prepa- 
ration for it. 

And that is where SALT-2, if ratified, and 
its attendant weapons buildup would lead — 
unless SALT-3 finally arrests the trend. It 
won’t arrest the trend unless Moscow and 
Washington first recognize their failures and 
recommit themselves to the goal of genuine 
arms contorl They need to prohibit weapons 
systems that keep alive the possibility of lim- 
ited nuclear war. They need to reafiirm that 
they will leave their populations forever hos- 
tage to any nuclear exchange. There is no 
more morality — and much less practicality 
— in the idea that half a population might be 
saved if the other half is regarded as expend- 
able.

The Faltering Tax Revolt 


The Roper poll reported the other day that 
the “tax fever” that swept the country last 
summer has cooled down. The proportion of 
citizens who are enraged by the amount of 
taxes they pay, it says, is down sharply. Does 
this mean that the great tax revolt of 1978 
was a success? Or does it mean that the pub- 
licity that accompanied California’s Proposi- 
tion 13 triggered a temporary public reaction 
that pollsters, commentators and politicians 
all took too seriously? 

The numbers are fascinating. In May 1978. 
26 per cent of those polled said the federal 
infnmA lav UflC “fcxressivelv hifih.” That fifi- 


can governments, state and federal, have 
been looking closely at spending policies and 
tax rates since last summer. This has not 
brought the kind of reductions that some of 
the tax revolt leaders wanted, but it may ex- 
plain part of the lessened indignation about 
taxes. 


income tax was “excessively high.” That fig- 
ure jumped to 41 percent two months later 
just after the California election and has now 
settled back to 29 percent.

The Crew of the Lonesome Lady 


According to Barton Berstein, a Stanford 
history professor, several American soldiers 
imprisoned in Hiroshima were killed on Aug. 
6, 1945, when an atomic bomb destroyed the 
city. There would be nothing extraordinary 
about this footnote to history, if Berstein is 
right. Military forces do kill their own sol- 
diers by mistake sometimes. But it’s regretta- 
ble that, so long after the fact, the Defense 
Department still hasn’t clarified the matter 
to everyone’s satisfaction. For instance, the 
mother of one possible victim — Sgt. Ralph 
Neal, a crew member of the bomber Lone- 
some Lady, which was downed near Hiroshi- 
ma about a week before the blast — has been 
trying to establish just how her son died. The 
city of Hiroshima, meanwhile, wants to put 
these men’s names on its memorial to the 
dead.

The Agony of Afghanistan 


The writer of this account-is an in- 
ternational civil servant with more 
than five years of experience in Cen- 
tral Asia.

Getting Rid of Prosperity

The situation must, therefore, be 
particularly serious if all the Com- 
munist countries, including Poland, 
are prepared to* ignore this lesson 
of history and run the risk of new 
unrest. 

Feverish Turn 

The reasons behind this feverish 
turn of events are simple and. the 
crisis in the East has a very familiar 
cause. As in the West, the era of 
inexpensive energy is finished. Sav- 
ings arc now in order.

Union. Eastern Europe (with the

It 'is increasiiigly difficult, say 
trade union officials, to ger young 
West Germans to work in the 
mines. The Ruhr reflects the na- 
tionwide tendency of relatively 
well-off Germans not to take ment- 
al jobs. 

Almost 120JXX) foreign workers, 
mostly from Turkey and Yugosla- 
via, have streamed into the Ruhr in 
recent years to take the jobs Ger- 
mans no longer want. Union offi- 
cials say chat language problems 
and the foreigners’ lack of technical 
framing have meant a loss of effi- 
ciency. 

Because of the dominance of 
mining, there are few white collar 
jobs here for young Germans, and 
it is a tough place for women or 
people not in the best of health to 
find a job- 

The area, however, is not nearly 
as bad as the i ma ge that many 
West Germans ascribe to it — that 
of a grimy industrial coaipoL Gel- 
senkirchen, for example, in the 
hean of the ooal district, has con- 
siderable park area, new theaters 
and music centers, and a dean and 
generally pollution-free downtown 
and main residential area 

In the early years of World War 
II, Ruhr mines turned out 130 mil- 
lion metric tons of coal a year. In 
1978, the figure was 67 million 
tons. In 1974, Ruhr mills produced 
about 52 million tons of raw steel. 
Now the figure is down to about 40 
million tons. 

This year, there has been a slight 
upturn in both coal and steel pro- 
duction, sparking some new hope, 
especially for coal. 

Perhaps most importantly, how- 
ever. this is a region of tough peo- 
ple doing hard jobs and one, as Mr. 
Weiss says, “with a very peculiar 
and specific mentality shaped by, 
history.” 

The people who came here to 
work in the mines in the 1920s and 
19305. were from Poland and east- 
ern part of Germany, he said. 
“They were like a pioneer genera- 
tion and are not so easily defeat- 
ed." 

Whether ihdr grandchildren feel 
the same way, whether the Turks 
and Yugoslavs will fit into that 
same pioneer mold, and whether 
coal makes a comeback are now the . 
questions that will determine 
whether the Ruhr will retain the 
dominant position in Europe's 
economy that it has held for the 
last 60 years.

U.S. Ruling on Gays Blocks Deportation Hearing 


SAN FRANCISCO. Aug. 15 
(AP) — A deportation hearing for 
two Mexican men has been can- 
celed because of a federal directive 
that foreigners may not be barred 
from entering the United States 
only because they are suspected 
homosexuals. 

The two men were detained at 
San Francisco International Air- 


port on Aug. 3 when officers of the 
U.S. Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service reportedly found 
cosmetics in their luggage.' 

The deportation hearing, sched- 
uled yesterday, was canceled after 
the INS issued a temporary direc- 
tive Monday that suspected homo- 
sexuals may not be detained. U.S. 


Surgeon General Julius Richmond 
announced two weeks ago that 
homosexuality would cease to be 
classified by the government as a 
mental disease or defect. 

“We are delighted," Don Knut- 
son. executive director of Gay 
Rights Advocates, a nonprofit San 
Francisco law firm, said of the 
directive.

HANOI (WP) — Vietnam is suf- 
fering a critical food shortage that 
is causing undernourishment. Some 
authorities expect the crisis to last 
for years unless there is a huge in- 
fusion of foreign aid. 

The shortage has become so 
severe, according to government 
and independent sources, lhaL 
many workers are not eating 
enough to sustain them satisfactori- 
ly in a full day's work. 

State rations to many Viet- 
namese have been reduced twice in 
recent months and the cost of food 
on thriving private markets has 
soared to levels 5 to 10 times that 
of govern men i-coq trolled prices. At 
one such market, a chicken costs 25 
dong (about $12). about half of a 
worker’s monthly wage. 

Conditions here are not as bad as 
in Cambodia, where famine is like- 
ly this fall. “Vietnam is critical but 
they are not approaching famine 
here.** a food expert said. But he 
added that because of a steady de- 
terioration in Vietnam's crops over 
a long period of time, the shortage 
may last for several years. 

The devastation of wars and a se- 
ries or natural calamities — 
drought, floods and insects — are 
the main reasons that Vietnam, 
which has basic resources sufficient 
to feed itself, is suffering. 

In addition, Vietnamese authori- 
ties claim that part of its rice crop 
is being sent io Cambodia, which 
Vietnam now controls with troops 
and a government it installed in 
Phnom Penh. Officials declined to 
estimate bow much is bring sent 
there, but independent sources oon-

firm only that rice seedlings for 
planting are bring exported to 
Cambodia. 

Mai Luong. vice director of uw 
Agriculture Ministry’s internation- 
al cooperation department, said in 
a recent interview that Vietnam tills 
year needs to produce 19.3 million 
ions of food crops, mostly rice. He 
estimates only 15 J million tons 
will come to market Part of the 
deficit will be made up by socialist 
countries, principally the Soviet 
Union, and by purchases from 
other Asian nations. 

The autumn rice crop will be 
poor, he said, because heavy rains 
submerged seedlings when they 
were planted. 

Government officials assert that 
the major causes are factors — 
man-made and natural ' — beyond 
the government's control. Mr. Lu- 
ong cites the following reasons. 

• VS. bombs damaged 1.600 ir- 
rigation svstems in the north, killed 

40.000 water buffalo, wrecked ex- 
perimental farms, and devastated 
thousands of acres of forests and 
rice paddies. 

• The invading Chinese de- 
stroyed more than 100 stale farms, 
forests and nursery gardens. 
China’s troops killed or took 

250.000 pigs and 1 60.000 buffalo 
and cows, burned thousands of 
acres of forests, and left large num- 
bers of riceland plots along the bor- 
der too ravaged for planting this 
spring. 

• There was a drought in 1977. 
heavy floods last year and a subse- 
quent infestation of insects that de- 
stroyed crops.

Japan wiH assist a joint multi- 
million dollar project with Rolls- 
Royce to develop a jet engine for 
medium-range aircraft, a Trade 
Ministry spokesman in Tokyo 
said Wednesday.

Supervised '

Appearances Considered 

It said most of the licenses would 
be for "service” enterprises and’ 
mentioned household repair, handi- 
crafts and food hawkers as exam- 
ples of private operations that 
would be allowed. Licenses will be 
granted only after approval by the 
city's Economic Planning Commis- 
sion and by the industry boards 
involved, it said. 

The licensed individuals will be 
allowed to open their own shops or 
to operate sidewalk stalls “on the 
condition that this will not affect 
the appearance of the city.” 

Even as late as the mid- 1 960. 
there were still 9,000 individuals 
operating government- licensed pri- 
vate businesses. But the Cultural 
Revolution ended that in 1966. and 
the licenses were all withdrawn, the 
newspaper said. 

Since then, even though some 
people continued to operate private 
businesses clandestinely, the lack of 
such enterprises “caused great in- 
convenience to the people.” the 
newspaper Wen Wei Po admitted. 

The unemployment problem 
seems to have been the major im- 
petus behind China's decision to al- 
io^' limited free enterprise. Offi- 
cials have admitted to a national 
unemployment figure of four mil- 
lion. but foreign experts believe the 
number to be Tar higher.

NEW YORK. Aug. 15 lAP-DJ) 
— The Federal Reserve, now under 
the leadership of Paul Volcker. 
gave its first clear sign it intends to 
tighten credit in an effort to cool 
inflation, government securities 
dealers said today. 

As the news flashed through the 
financial community, the dollar 
firmed in the foreign exchange 
market and the price of gold eased. 
Gold and silver futures fell sharply. 
Dealers cited liquidation by specu- 
lators who now face higher costs of 
borrowing money to pay for carry- 
ing charges. 

At the same lime. Chase Man- 
hattan Bank hiked its prime lend- 
ing rate to 12 percent, matching the 
record high for the key interest rate 
set in 1974. Chase, the nation's 
third largest bank, said the increase 
was effective tomorrow. Continen- 
tal Illinois later raised its rate also. 

Borrowing Demand 

The last time Chase pegged its 
prime rate at 12 percent was in Sep- 
tember, 1974. in the midst of the 
country's worst recession since the 
1 930s. ‘The prime is the interest rate 
banks charge their best corporate 
customers. 

“Because of continuing heavy de- 
mand on the corporate lending 
side, and a higher trend in the do- 
mestic certificate of deposit and 
other markets." said a Chase 
spokesman, “we think the 12 per- 
cent rate is appropriate at this 
moment.” 

Loan demand has remained 
strong in most parts of the country, 
particularly at money center banks 
tn New York. The continuing cor- 
porate demand is thought to reflect 
in part business borrowing to 
finance an unintended buildup of 
inventories that occurred when 
consumer spending slowed. 

But analysts say that Chrysler s 
difficulties have created problems 


in ihe commercial paper market 
that big businesses use to raise 
funds. “All but the highest-rated 
borrowers are haring to pay ex- 
tremely high rates on commercial 
paper, and there’s considerable ner- 
vousness even ai the high level.” 
said a New- York analyst. 

In Los Angeles. Security Pacific 
Corp.. holding company for the 
nation's 10 th largest bank, said to- 
day it expect!: ihe boost in the 
prime lending rate to 12 percent to 
become widespread in the next few 
days. 

‘Gear Sign' 

“I think the cost pressures are 
such that the increase is* well 
deserved.” said Paul Smith, execu- 
tive vice president. He noted that 
rates for certificates of deposit have 
gone up about a half percentage 
point in (he last week and that 
there are indications today that 
rales for federal funds will also be 
going up. 

The Fed drained reserves from 
the banking system when federal 
funds — overnight reserves mem- 
ber commercial banks lend one an- 
other — traded ai ]Q% percent. 
“That means the Fed isn’t happy 


with that level and wants rates 
higher.” said one specialist. “It’s 
the first clear sign we’ve seen that 
Volcker is serious about doing 
something about inflation." said 
another dealer. 

“The Fed made it unmistakably 
clear that it intends to tighten 
money." according to Daria M- 
Jones. economist for Aubrey G. 
Lanston & Co. He said in view of 
the worrisome inflation rate, an ex- 
ploding money supply “and the ad- 
ditional problem of a continuing 
weakness in the dollar overseas, the 
Fed obviously viewed the need for 
more restraint as appropriate de- 
spite recessionary tendencies in the 
economy.” 

FOMC Meeting 

The New York Fed entered the 
government securities market to 
drain reserves by arranging over- 
night reverse-repurchase agree- 
ments. With federal funds then 
trading at 10 3 -* percent, dealers said 
the action signaled a tightening of 
monetary policy, with a new fed 
funds target rate range of 10 % to 1 1 
percent. This compares with the 
previous range of 10 % to 10 % per- 
cent. 


Dealers said the Fed move, com- 
ing early in ihe session, signaled 
that the Fed’s policy-making Open 
Market Committee voted to tighten 
moire tar} policy at its meeting yes- 
terday. No draining operation had 
been conducted at the 10 %-perceni 
level before and the last such oper- 
ation was conducted at 10 9/16 
percent, they said. 

The rate on federal funds subse- 
quently was bid up. touching a high 
of 1 1 '■'* percent before closing at 
1 1 % percent. 

The rise in U.S. interest rates 
helped to reverse an earijer decline 
of the dollar, which finished trad- 
ing in Europe little changed against 
most currencies. The dollar recov- 
ered from a low of 1.8285 Deutsche 
marks to 1.8330 DM at the end or 
the day. It also edged higher 
against the Swiss franc to 1-6575 
from 1.6560 while remaining lmie 
changed against the yen. In late 
trading in New York, the dollar 
was quoted at 1.8295 DM and to 
1 .6545 Swiss francs. 

Gold ended lower, quoted at 
$299.00-5299.75 an ounce in late 
London trading, down from 
$301.85 at the afternoon fixing and 
5300.25 at the morning fixing. 


NYSE Rises to Year’s Best Level 


NEW YORK. Aug. 15 (Reuters) 
— Rising U.S. interest rates gave 
the New York Stock Exchange a 
lift today and prices rose to a 10 - 
month high in the heaviest trading 
this year. 

The Federal Reserve apparently 
tightened credit slightly and Chase 
Manhattan and some other major 
banks raised their prime rates a 
quarter point to 12 percent, match- 
ing the record high. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age rose 9.13 to 885.84. its best 


level since Oct, 13. and advancing 
issues led declines 899 to 550. 

Volume surged to 46.13 million 
shares, the highest since 50.45 mil- 
lion Nov. 1. from 40.91 million yes- 
terday. 

Analysis said the credit tighten- 
ing confirmed expectations that 
new Fed Chairman Paul Volcker 
would adopt a tough monetary pol- 
icy. They noted that expectation 
has been' largely responsible for the 
50-point rise iii the Dow since Mr. 
Volcker's nomination on July 25.

pie. the Gallup organization said 
that 66 percent of the U.S. public 
expected “bad times" for the next 
12 months and that 59 percent an- 
ticipated ihem for the next five 
years. “Those are the kind of re- 
sults you usually get far into a 
recession, not at the beginning of 
one.” says Jay Schmiedeskamp. 
Gallup's director of economic ser- 
vices. 

Pollsters sav most people are 
doing what they usually do in times 
of economic difficulty: reducing ex- 
penditures and trying to squirrel 
away a few dollars. 

Hoarding Happening 

Others are going further. There is 
ample evidence that some hoarding 
already has begun. For instance, 
first-half sales of home freezers rose 
almost ID percent, while sales of al- 
most all other major kitchen appli- 
ances fell, according to the Associa- 
tion of Home Appliance Manufac- 
turers. “That’s the son of pattern 
you only see in a downturn when 
Tood prices are rising." a spokes- 
man for the trade group says. 

Sales of gasoline-storage tanks to 
individuals apparently are rising all 
across the country and even fire- 
wood is said to be hard to get in 
some places. 

Not only have sales of gold and 
silver increased sharply, but pro- 
files or the buyers have changed, 
experts say. “Until about two years 
ago. precious metals were traded 
mostly bv professional traders.” 
says Roger Stock, director of com- 
modities options trading for Shear- 
son Loeb Rhoades. “Since then, 
we've heen gening more and more 
orders from small investors. They’ll 
order maybe 10 or 15 Krugerrands 
and they'll want to hold them 
themselves. That's an indication 
that they are fearful about what 
might be ahead.” 

But this is tame stuff compared 
with what a few forecasters are 
advocating, though. 

Foremost among them is How- 
ard J. Ruff, a former actor, singer 
and stockbroker who went through 
bankruptcy with a franchised 
speed-reading school before turn- 
ing to writing several years ago. 


Mr. Rurr s newsletter. Ruff 
Times, claims some 90.000 sub- 
scribers. his recent book. “How to 
Prosper During the Coming Bad 
Years.” is a best-seller and he is 
host of television talk show. 

Mr. Ruff predicts an inflationary 
depression much like the one that 
devastated Germany in the 1920s. 
He expects the current recession to 
be “deep but short.” to be followed 
by an apparent rebound and. be- 
ginning in 1981. by “runaway” 
inflation. He then foresees formal 
price controls; shortages so bad 
that necessities will he rationed: 
riots and the breakdown of utilities 
and municipal services in big cities: 
and a collapse of the currency and 
its replacement with a barter econ- 
omy. Eventually. Mr. Ruff says, a 
new. gold-backed currency will be 
issued, but by then “it will be too 
late for anyone who didn’t prepare 
beforehand.” 

Preparing for the crisis. Mr. Ruff 
believes, involves laying away a 
year's supply of food — and the 
food should be dehydrated, not fro- 
zen. “Frozen food won't do you 
much good when the electricity 
goes off.” he says. He also urges 
stocking up on water-purification 
devices, stout clothing, tools, spare

DEL MAR, Calif., Aug. 15 (WPj 
— Thirty years ago Lhis month on 
Ibis picturesque course where the 
wisps of fog drift in on cue from 
the Pacific, a teen-age apprentice 
jockey named William Shoemaker 
led a hor« race for the first time. 

The remarkahle career that fol- 
lowed came within inches of ending 
July 27. when a 3-year-old maiden 
filly named Proper Impulse stum- 
bled badly while leaving the gate 
and threw Shoemaker. The horses 
went by and Shoemaker lay. not 
moving, on the track. Old-timers 
here were reminded of a spill at 
Hollywood Park a decade ago that 
severely injured Shoemaker, side- 
lined him for more than a year and 
almost caused him to quit racing. 

This time, however. Shoemaker 
hounded up and walked away, “I 
was resting.” he said, with a slight 
smile. He rode another mount to 
viciorv. and took Ihe rest of the dav 
off. 

Shoemaker is 48 this month. He 
is riding six days a week at Del 
Mar. usually five or six mounts a 
day . He says he is looking forward 
this fall to riding Spectacular Bid. 
the winner of the Kentucky Derby 
and Preakne&s. in the Eosl 

“No one ever rode a running 
horse the way Willie Lee Shoe- 
maker does " sportswriler Jim Mur- 
ray once wrote. “Not Geronimo. 
the James brothers, and Pony 
Expresses, the Buffalo hunters, the 
Lone Ranger. Paul Revere or the 
Headless Horseman of Sleepy Hol- 
low. He is history's all-time ca va toy- 
man.” 

The record book supports that 
assessment. Shoemaker long ago 
passed Johnny Longden. who rode 
until he was 59. in the important 
statistical categories — most 
winners (7.706). most slakes 
winners (762). most victories in rac- 
es worth SI00.000 or more ( 142). 

In a 30-year career. Shoemaker's 
horses have earned purses of more 
than S 8 G million. He still boasts his 
teen-age weight of 93 pounds, and 
is immensely proud of these 
achievements. But he says they are 
not the reason he continues 10 ride. 

“The statistics don't mean a 
thing to me." Shoemaker said. “I’m 
out there every day because l enjoy 

Shoemaker, who weighed 2'h 
pounds at his premature birth — 
his doctor did not think he would 
survive — said he did not realize 
how much he enjoys riding until his 
near-crippling injury in 1968. 

“l missed tiding so much,” he 
recalled. “If I hadn’t been bun. I 
might not have realized how much 
I enjoyed riding. I had a lot of time 
to tnink about it II may hai-e pro- 
longed my career." 

Uft After Marriage 

The other event that prolonged 
iu in the opinion of uiose who 
know' Shoemaker, was his third 
marriage last year to Cynthia 
Barnes. 28. the daughter of an 
Army brigadier general. “I feel bet- 
ter and my mental attitude is 
better." said Shoemaker, who 
proved il by going on a winning 
tear at Santa Anita soon after the 
marriage. 

But the reviews on Shoemaker's 
riding at the current meeting at Del 
Mar. a celebrity-conscious track 
founded by Bing Crosby. Pat 
O'Brien and other Hollywood fig- 
ures in 1937. have been mixed. 

For the top jockeys and trainers 


in Southern California, the 43-day 
Del Mar meeting is a pleasant in- 
terlude after the hard grind of San- 
ta Anita and Hollywood Park. TTie 
weather is mild, ihe atmosphere 
relaxed, the horses cheaper. Be- 
cause many 2-year-o!d> make their 
debuts here, Del Mar sometimes is 
called the “Saratoga of ihe West.” 
But Shoemaker is the first to say 
that few of the horses are of Sarato- 
ga caliber. 

“He is riding not good, not bad. 


or 25. he undoubtedly is riding bet- 
ter than he was in ihe mid-1970s, 
when for a time he was overweight 
and seemed on the decline. 

Now. the 4-foot- II jockey seems 
much like the Shoemaker "of old. 
He is tanned, polite, composed, a 
hide grayer, in the mornings, he 
plays tennis near the beach and 
sometime*, before the races, plays 
cards with the other jockeys. On 
the track, his siirrup is shorter, in 
the maner of modern riders — “a

fessional minimum." said one expe- 
rienced horseman, who is usually a 
Shoemaker admirer. 

Bui there is anoiher view, shared 
by Shoemaker, which is that the 
veteran jockey is riding as well as 
he has in the past decade. Except 
for the undefeated Parsec, many 
Shoemaker horses at Del Mar have 
been either long-price claimerv 
first-time starters or both. And 
Shoemaker has been getting many 
of them home in the money. 

The other day Shoemaker scored 
a $35.20 victory aboard a Si 6.000 
claimer named Bronze Bobbie, not 
exactly the kind of premium horse 
Shoemaker is famed for getting un- 
der the wire. Other jockeys say 
Shoemaker still is unsurpassed in 
longer races at possessing a sense or 
pace and of knowing where he i* on 
the track at all times. 

Shoemaker said that the annual 
stress tests show him to have the 
body of a 25-year-old. And while 
not many would compare the Shoe- 
maker of today to the Shoemaker

he has never won (despite three 
Kentucky Derby victories) and 
looks forward u> riding Spectacular 
Bid. whenever and wherever he 
runs. 

The big jockeys love big horses, 
and Shoemaker was delighted to re- 
place Ron Franklin aboard Spec- 
tacular Bid.

If Shoemaker feels such pressure, 
he doesn't show it. His emotions 
are controlled, as they were that 
day when he strolled back into Ihe 
jockeys' room and prepared for a 
victory after his spill.

Some Notes on a Continental Rivalry 


Good Liars Outnumber Good Boomerang Throwers

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (NYT) ~ Frank 
Donnellan was a small Australian who boxed 
as a bantamweight as a youth but his princi- 
pal mission in life was throwing boomerangs 
and showing other Aussies how. 

Only 5-feet-4, he had an arm like Willie 
Mays’s. He claimed a' world record throw of 
160 yards out and 160 yards bock, a round 
trip' totaling more than three times the length 
of a football field. However, documented re- 
cords are few In this sport and it is an article 
of faith in Australian boomerang circles that 
skillful liars far outnumber skillful boom- 
erang throwers. • 

Nevertheless. Donnellan was a high priest 
of the gundawarra — that's the Aborigines' 
terms for white men who play with boom- 
erangs — and he preached the faith from 
..New Zealand to New England. Once he gave 
an exhibition at a school in New South Wales 
and got a cool reception from the headmas- 
ter. who said the students already had distrac- 
tions enough with their cricket tennis- foot- 
ball and boating. Grudgingly, he permitted 
Donnellan to leave a few boomerangs at the 
school. Returning some days later. DonneJJan 
noticed a broken window. A student told him 
it had been broken by a boomerang, thrown 
by the headmaster. 

This story and scores more are vouched for 
by Ben Rune, who was resident boomerang 
freak at the Smithsonian Institution before he 
moved over to the National Archives. Twenty 
years ago Ruhe, an American working as a 
jackeroo, or cowboy, on a sheep-and-caitJe 
station, in New South Wales, was fascinated 
by the an, the lore, the mystery and the sci- 
ence embodied in the Aborigines* stick (hat 
flies. Cockatoos and kookaburras composed 
the first galleries to watch him throw and 
catch boomerangs. 

Coveted Prizes 

Nine years ago he and a membership group 
called the Smithsonian Resident Associates 
started a workshop for making and throwing 
boomerangs. One of the group shaped a cr«- 
cent of lirfit plywood, took it out to the Na- 
tional Mall and let fly like 'Johnny Bench 
snapping a throw to second. Whirring sofily, 
his creation circled lerL descended slowly and 
whacked him on the brow, to his utter 
delight.. . . 

In June this year. 106 contesuims partici- 
pated ici the Smithsonian’s sixth, annual 
Boomerang Open on Polo Field near the Lin- 
coln Memorial, competing for the General 


Douglas Mac Arthur "1 Shall Return" Award, 
the Youngest Illegal Competitor Award and 
other coveted prizes. One trophy is no longer 
in competition, having been retired after its 
first year. Back when the rice president of the 
United Slates was attacking the press in 
speech after ' speech, a news photitgrapher 
focused on a female contestant and urged her 
to fire away. She threw, bounced her boom- 
erang off tiis skull, and accepted the Spiro 
Agnew Memorial Award. 

Ben Ruhe revisited Australia in April, saw 
ihe national championships in Alburv. Victo- 
ria. and returned with big news: afficianudos 
down under would welcome a series of 
matches with an American team in the land 
where the returning slick was invented- Sen. 
Neville Bonner of Ipswitch. Queensland, who 
has special political clout as the only Aborigi- 
nal senator in Australia, has given his bless- 
ing. adding, “1 believe a team of Aussies 
comprising 50 percent Aborigines could heat 
’the socks off a U.S.A. team." 

Strict Rules 

Qiinlas and Aasetu the domestic airline, 
have promised to cooperate, and the chances 
are that some multinational firm doing busi- 
ness in Australia would seize the opportuniiy 
to make goodie points hy helping to un- 
derwrite expenses. Competition would be 
conducted under the rules of ihe Mudgecrabu 
Creek Emu Riding and Boomerang Throwing 
Association, one of which already governs 
tournaments in the United States.

“They told me the best time for throwing 
would be April-May. their autumn." Ruhe 
said the other day. "Thai wouldn't be best for 
us because we can't practice outdoors in 
March and April. But we’d throw indoors. 
We would try to pick .a representative team 
with Mime or our top kids, men and women, 
with geographical distribution." 

He named some of Ihe best — Al Gerhards 
of Downingiown. Pa.,-J big man so powerful 
that Ruhe has twice seen him snap a boom- 
erang in two just launching it: Jerry Caplan. 
Thousand Oaks. Calif.: Dave Sch umm. 
Atlanta: Doug DuFrvsne. of the Seattle urea 
and Allen Lilly of suburban Washington. 


“Here are two boomerangs Al Gerhards 
made from wood he found on my family's 
farm in Lehigh County. Pa.." Ruhe said. 
“This is dogwood and this is an antiaue apple 
the Pennsylvania Dutch call foltywalcler. 
Look al these beauties made by Rusty Hard- 
ing in Vero Beach. Fla. He used to be an 
aeninauticul engineer. The wood in this one is 
amaranth and this is vermillion. This beak 
stick, is a nonreluming boomerang, an Abo- 
riginal throw slick for hunting. It has the nor- 
mal shallow curve with this big extension or 
beak at the end. In the Murray River Valley 
in Victoria. Jackie By ham. president of the 
Boomerang Association of Australia, gave me 
a demonstration. He pounded the earth with 
this Mick and an emu came trotting out of the 
bush. The bird stopped a few feet away and 
stood staring until Byham raised ihe beak 
higher than ihe emu's head. Then the bird 
was dominated, and hacked off. 

“Look at these beauties. They're English, 
made by Herb Smith, a prison warden. See 
how beautifully this Sussex Hook is painted. 
The decorating is by a tenant of Herb's, 
called the second best forger in England by 
the judge who sentenced him. We have so 
many materials today that the Aborigines 
didn't have — plywood, plastic, cardboard, 
even metal. This one is magnesium, a firing 
knife. This one of nylon reinforced with fiber- 
glass look the radio area! off a car. 

"This one is hy Peter Ruhf. an artist. He 
did the illustrations for my book on 
boomerangs." 

The book's title is “Many Happy Returns." 

“Competition in Australia." Ruhe said, “is 
mostly ihe classic lesi for distance, accuracy 
and return. We draw so many spectators that 
we need variety. We have an event called 
•William Tell Down Under.' where the 
thrower straps ah apple on his head, throws, 
and knocks off the apple with the returning 
boomerang. Then there's juggling keeping 
iwn boomerangs in the air by throwing a sec- 
ond one before catching the first. Our people 
have got up to the ran&J of 40 or 50 throws 
without a miss.

recognized authority in the small, 
tight world of medieval scholars.

“But what about those who 
were expropriated?" Kraus says. 
“They suffered not only in terms 
of wealth taken away — no one 
knows how much they suffered in

“Take Poitiers. People used to 
say isn’t it wonderful people liked 
Romanesque there so much they 
kept it This hit my suspicious 
nund because everyone loved 
Gothic as soon as they saw it. I 
found they’d been exploited to 
such a degree that they couldn’t 
afford to build. When they could 
afford it, it was Gothic." 

“At Toulouse the Gothic is pit- 
ifuL I call St. Etienne the orphan 
cathedral,, the cathedral that nev- 
er got properly built." Languedoc 
was absorbed by France in 1229. 
Says Kraus in his book, “St. Eti- 
enne is an unfinished dream- 
rum ed- nigh tmare. an architectur- 
al monstrosity." 

The eight cathedrals Mr. Kraus 
studies are Notre Dame in Paris, 
Amiens. Toulouse, Lyons. Stras- 
bourg. York. Poitiers and Rouen. 
He would have loved to include 
Chartres, buiit in a breathtaking 
35 years (Lyons took three centu- 
ries), but most of the original 
documents woe destroyed in 
^ World War II and Kraus needed 
'primary sources — medieval car- 
tularies, fabric records, rolls, obi- 
tuaries and wills. Wills were espe- 
cially useful in studying the 
burghers’ contributions to 
cathedrals and other religious 
foundations. 


The building of St-Jacques-de- 
la-Boucherie in Paris in the late 
14th century was made possible, 
by burghers who divided the cost. 
One paid for a pillar in the choir, 
another for the aisle vaulting, sev- 
eral financed chapels. The most 
unusual donor was Gilles Alain, 

S 'nsi whose braise the rebuilt 
rch would abut He agreed, to 
the rebuilding on condition that 
an opening the size of two fingers 
be left in the church wall through 
which he could. peek Into die, 
choir.- Thus his house became a 
private chapel, from which he 
could attend Mass without hav- 
ing' lo budge. • 

In Strasbourg,, burghers and 
churchmen worked closely to- 
gether until the burghers rebelled
